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This is a decision on the petition under ^(a) of 37 C.F.R. §1.47, filed on 20 September, 2004 and 
supplemented on 21 October, 2004 

The petition is DISMISSED as moot . 



The record indicates: 

• the application was filed on 18 February, 2004, without, inter alia, a fully executed oath or 
declaration; and 

• on 17 May, 2004, the Office mailed a Notice to File Missing Parts; 

• the 20 September, 2004, petition of Petitioner John S. Mortimer (Reg. No. 30,407), inter alia, 
with an oath/declaration signed by inventor Jacob E. Kupp for himself and the non-signing 
inventor Yong Wang (Mr. Wang) and statement by Tom Pranka (president of the assignee) 
was supplemented on 21 October, 2004; 

• that supplement now evidences that Mr. Wang has he signed the application. 
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In view of the joinder of the inventors, further consideration under Rule 1.47(a) is not necessary 
and the petition is considered to be moot. This application does not have any Rule 1.47 status 
and no such status should appear on the file wrapper. This application need not be returned to 
this Office for any further consideration under Rule 1.47(a). 

CONCLUSION 

For the foregoing reasons, the instant petition is dismissed as moot for joinder .
